The report of committee to strike 
rate of taxation read. ' 

To the -Mayor and Council of 
the Town of Lacombe. (entle- 
men: We your committee appoint- 
ed to strike the rate of taxation 
for the current year beg leave to 
submit for your consideration the 
following report: 

After having the assessment roll 
carefully checked by the auditor 
we find the assessment to be as 
follows: 

Total assessment for school pur- 
poses, $922,885.00. 

Total assessment for town pur- 
poses, $793,275.00. 

The total appropriations as 
passed by the council are $11,284.- 
62 and the amount asked for by 
the school board is $5723.00. 

We need only refer you to the 
appropriations in detail to convince 
you that they are as low as they 
possibly could be with only one 
exception and consistent with ex- 
isting conditions. We would ree- 
commend that the rate be as fol- 
lows: School 64 mills, debenture 
24, town 13, making a total of 22, 
and we have accordingly had a by- 
law prepared to be introduced at 
this me¢ting. 

It is scarcely necessary to call 
your attention to the fact that in 
recommending the above rate, no 
provision is made for the deficit of 
$5800.14 reported at the end of 
1906. We feel that an increase 
from fifteen to twenty-two mills is 
a very decided one, but with an 
actual deficit of over $6000.00 at 
the end of last year, a justifiable 
one. In trying to make this year’s 
revenue meet its expenditure, we 
fee] that the council are moving in 
the right direction, and if they 
succeed in doing this there will be 
some hope in succeeding yeare 
of reducing the deficit. We 
would further recommend that a 
discount of five per cent be allow- 
ed off all taxes paid before the 
first of October 1907, for which

Tv wash blankets, ait and ‘shake 
them first In the sunfight, beating out 
as much dust as you can with a furni- 
ture beater. Then have plenty of bot 
water ready and wash them quickly 
as follows: Fill two tube with water 
of the same température, warm. buf 
not really bot. Add to this a lather 
wade by shaving a bar of pure white 
soap and borax In boiling water and 
add to the two tubs of warm water 
Lay the blankets in the first tub and 
is an old colored laundress describes 
the process, “sozzle” them up anil 
down, back and forth in the warw 
suds, patting them between the bands 
as you would fine lace or a chiffou 
veil, but do not rub them. Then, press- 
ing the water out lightly, but never 
wringing them tightly, run them into 
the second suds, which should not be 
as strong as the first. 

Let them lie there while you empty 
tub No. 1 and fill it with clear rinse 
water, the same temperature as that 
already used. - Repeat the “sozzling™ 
process in the second soapy water. pat 
out as much of the water as you can 
and run the blankets into the first rinse 
water. Let them lie there until you 
have cleaned out tub No. 2 and filled 
that with clear warm water, which 
gives the inst rinsing. Then hang 
them on the line lengthwise. using pins. 
set close together, so the blankets will 
uot sag: dry perfectly and lay away 
in newspapers with camphor balls or 
other moth defiers. The secret of 
washing blankets lies in using water 
throughout of a uaiformly warm, not 
hot, temperature and never twisting or 
wringing the blankets. If you have a 
very large wringer loosely set. you 
can press out the suds through this, but 
be careful that it Is not set tight 
enough to wreuch the nap off the 
blanket. 

If the ticking cases of pillows are 
dirty, make muslin slips, turn the 
feathers into these and hang them all 
day In the sunlight while you wash 
and dry the ticking covers. Southern 
housewives advise turning the feathers 
Into cheesecloth bags and- washing 
feathers, bags and all in warm soapy 
water. They should be dried in the 
house near a stove, never in the sun.

The condition of the kitchen may 
affect the comfort of an entire house, 
for if cook is pot good tempered the 
fainily is apt to Know it by the dishes 
she sends to the table. For this reason, 
if for no other, itis the part of policy 
to make the woman’s workroom as 
convenient and attractive as possible, 
and much may be done with the pafi- 
try. 

Shelves covered with rubber cloth 
not only book well, but are more easily 
kept clean than if bare or covered 
with paper. The cloth can be wiped 
Sver with a damp rag and made per- 
fectly fresh, whereas wood requires the 
vee of soap and more thorough drying. 
Paper rumples and turns to allow 
dust or crumbs to get beneath. 

Whatever is decided upon should be 
80 cut as to hang over the front, shaped 
into acallops.

If you want the cupboard dark to 
help in keeping out flies, use a dark 
colored cyrtain outside of the white one 
and tacked witb it to the shelf and 
roller. This makes a very neat little 
cupboard and is easily kept clean, as 
the white curtains only require to be 
soaked a few bours in warm sucs and 
then boiled, rinsed, dried, pressed and 
returned to the sbelves clean. 

If the shelves and the walls behind 
them are painted white the paper may 
be dispensed with. and the care of the 
cupboard will be much less, as the 
changing of paper is more bother than 
wiping off the shelves with a cloth 
wrung from suds.

Favorite Vehicle of British Metropolis 
Seversty Criticized. 


Did you ever see a fat man losing 
— as he runs to catch a train? 

robably. If so you have seen the 
nearest human equivalent to the 
speed of a London omnibus. The Lon- 
don omnibus—or “bus,” as it is ¢om- 
Monly termed—is not a thing to be 
considered lightly. There is something 
80 solemn and awe-inspiring in. its 
steady lack of speed that words fail 
the passenger who fain would hurry; 
and anyway his thoughts could have 
no legitimate expression under ex- 
isting laws. 

The fat man losing round while 
running to catch a train \s liable to 
an attack of heart failure. So is the 
London bus passenger who feels that 
a train must be caught, or that a 
destination must be reached within 
any given time. 

After one has seen a London ‘bus 
he realizes the mechanical ideal that 
has inspired designers of challengers 
for the America’s Cup. The ‘bus is 
‘built on solid, substantialy British 
lines, resisting obstru¢tions to the last 
degree—air, water and mud. 

For centuries the world has known 
and respected the resisting qualities 
of the British troops. When they have 
met fheir foes, have they wavered cr 
faltered in fighting every inch of the 
grovnd? Never! Something “has got 
to bust’? when Britons go into action 
—sometimes the Britons themselves, 
but the balance of victories is on 
their side. 

The London ’bus is British from its 
pain swept top seats to the place 
where’ the springs ought to be, and 
when it meets a sea of mud, think 
‘ou it fears to give battle? Not while 
t han together! Onward plunges 
the gallant ’bus through torrents cf 
garment wrecking substance; bounc- 
ing, bumping, lurching, shaking, 
palpitating, heaving, rocking from 
end to end and side to side—an in- 
valuable training for an ocean voy- 
age—and at the end of a few hours 
reaches a point somewhat nearer its 
destination than it was before start- 
ing—vunrecognizable but triumphant. 

Agassiz, pre-eminent as a naturajist, 
after seeing a single detached bone. 
could reason out the whole structure 
of the animal of which that bone had 
been a part. What Agassiz was to ani- 
mal life all Londoners are to vehicles. 
They see a fearsome mountain of mud 
approaching. The foreigner thinks it 
an evidence of a landslide, but even 
the small Londoner knows it to be a 
"bus, and the expert adult can tell by 
the texture of the mud what route it 
has passed over. 

If that brilliant but misguided map 
maker Napoleon Bonaparte had had 
a loyal fleet of London ’buses when 
he tried to cross the English Channel 
Admiral Nelson’s name would have 
appeared only in the appendix to na- 
val history. It so happened, however, 
that Nelson had in his service sev- 
eral boatloads of men well qualified 
to drive ‘buses, and their resolute 
methods of driving through obstacles 
won Trafalgar and made famous the 
saying, “England expects every map 
to do his duty.” 

Although the all conquering spirit 
of the London ’bus has imbued Brit- 
ish armies for hundreds of years the 
symbol itself has not been used in 
warfare. However, the War Office and 
the Admiralty may yet advocate the 
use of squadrons and batteries cf 
*buses to dislodge future enemies from 
exceptionally strong positions. Water- 
loos and Balaklavas could be won 
easily with "buses to do the charging. 
What would a few thousands of mere 
men avail before vehicles that had 
bidden bold defiance to London 
streets ? 

Port Arthur would hoist the white 


| flag when it heard the "buses com- 


ing. Gibraltar, if in other hands than 
English, would take to its heels.— 
New York Herald. 


Yachts For World’s Kings. 


The launching of the King’s new 
yacht, Alexandria, at Glasgow, b 
rincess Louise, Duchess of Argyll, 
marks another notch in Scotland's 
record as yacht builder to the royal- 
ties of the world. The Alexandra is 
the first of the modern British vessels 
of this wee to be built north of the 
Tweed, but Scotland can claim to 
have given of the best her shipbuild- 
ers can provide to the rulers of Italy, 
Spain, Portugal, Roumania, and Siam, 
while in England yachts have been 
constructed for the Czar cf Russia, 
the Emperor of Austria, the King of 
Greece, and the Sultan of Turkey. 
There are altogether twenty-two of 
these vessels afloat, and the British 
isles are responsible for fifteen of 
them, and Scotland for eleven. 

In point of size, the Alexandra— 
80 named, of course, in honor of the 
Queen—is by no means exceptional. 
It is 300 feet in length and will dia 
Place about 2,000 tons, which is less 
than half the displacement of the Ger- 
man and Russian imperial yachts. In 
fact, its only exceptional feature wil) 
be found in its engine rooms, for, 
since it is the first ship of the class 
to be built since the advent of the 
turbine—its mmediate predecessor be- 
ing the Victoria and Albert, designed 
in 1896—it is naturally the first to be 
equipped with that system of propul- 
sion: It will, nevertheless, have a 
moderate speed, a | seventeen knots 
being anticipated, which is lower than 
that of any other seagoing royal yacht 
in existence.

DEBTORS GO TO JAIL. 


Statistics Say That In England, Im. 
prisonment for Debt, Is Increasing. 


It will come as a surprise to many 
people that imprisonment for debt in 
England is steadily increasing. Fig- 
ures demonstrating this are given in 
Part II. of the Civil Judicia] Statis- 
tics for 1905. just issued. During that 
year 11,427 debtors were imprisoned 
in England and Wales, as against 
11,096 in the previous year, and the 
avorage of 10.218 for the five years 
including 1905. Twenty years before 


1905, the report states, there were 
only about one-third as many war- 
rants of commitment issued and about 


one-half as many debtors imprisoned. 

There was an increase in 1905 of 
petitions for divorce — 752 as against 
720 in 1904—but the figures were not 
so large as in 1902 and 1903, when 
they were 889 and 824 respectively. 
Of the 752 petitions in 1905, 323 were 

resented by wives, as against 429 
in 1904. Decrees nisi were granted to 
wives in 261 cases and to husbands 
in “362 cases. 

The total number of appeals, uc 
tions. etc., heard and determined in 
al] the civil courts of the country 
during 1905 was 479,165, against 497,- 
334 in 1904. Of these, however, coun- 
ty courts were responsible for 472,123 
and 489,929 respectively. In the sec- 
tion devoted te probate matters it is 
incidentally mentioned that the total 
weaith of private persons in the 
United Kingdom in 1905 liable to 
death duties was computed at £7,- 
RR 300,000. During 1905 the gross 
value of estates admitted to probate 
was £261,110,000. 


Maori Legends. 

Many of the cld Maori tales have 
to do with a mythical monster, called 
“Taniwha,” usually described as a 
great lizard or crocodile, although it 
has been many centuries since any of 
the Polynesian race can have had di- 
rect knowledge of the existence of 
such an animal. This is the legend of 
the two Taniwhas, the guardian mon- 
sters of the two Maori tribes; one on 
the east coast, and one on the west 
coast of the North Island of New Zea- 
land in very ancient times. The 
Taniwha living in the Bay of Islands 
once went a-roving to see a bit of 
the world, and swam around the North 
Cape to the west, where he was hos- 
pitably entertained. 

The wandering Taniwha professed 
to be very grateful for the hospitality 
and kind attention shown to him, and 
when his visit was ended he pressed 


the other to accompany him home. 
The guileless and amiable west coast 
Taniwha accepted the invitation, and 


away the two friends swam around the 
North Cape and down the east coast 
to the Bay of Islands. The roaming 
Taniwha was a perfidious villain. He 
lured his confiding guest to a place 
where the Maoris had spread a great 
net, and the visitor was caught, drag- 
ged ashore and killed by the people, 
who made a great feast of the carcass. 


Ths New Theology. 

The Rev. R. J. Campbell being an- 
nounced to preach at Burslem, the 
Rev. H. M. Redgrave, a local clergy- 
man, took the somewhat unusual 
course of making a public protest. It 
was in these terms: “I, the vicar of 


St. Paul’s Parish, Burslem, desire *t 
to be known that as an orthodox 
Christian 1 emphatically protest 


against the visit to my parish of the 
author of the New Theology, which is 
-egarded by all orthodox Christians as 
anti-Christian and heretical; and [ 
regret that his visit is to be utilized 
vo raise funds for any Christian place 
of worship in  Burslem.—(Bigned) 
Hivma M. Redgrave.” However weil 
intended, the protest seems to have 
miscarried, for although admission 
to the Burslem Drill Hall, where the 
sermon was delivered, involved con- 
tribution of anything from 6d to 2a 
6d towards the funds of a new Con- 
gregational Church, something like a 
thousand people were present.

During the past year the work 
in improving the smaller grains as 
conducted under this Association 
has made a steady and very ma. 
Not only has the 


number of operators increased, 


terial advance. 


but, what is of perhaps greater 
importance, there has been a very 
decided advancement in the intelli- 
gent interest taken in the work 
and much has been added to our 
knowledge as a.result. It is grat- 
ifying to note the degree in which 
many of the growers have caught 
the spirit of the work and have 
become sensible of the fundament- 
With the 


increased interest in the improve- 


al principles involved. 


ment of strains there has come a 
greater tendency on the part of 
the growers to conduct trials with 
a few leading varieties of the crop 
or crops under ‘consideration, and 
as a result many unsuitable vari- 
eties have had to give way to oth- 
ers more desirable as foundation 
stock. The improvements and 
maintenance of these guperior var- 
ieties and strains seem to offer 
great advantages. The degree to 
which many of our best varieties 
have become mixed with other 
less desirable sorts is noteworthy. 
This intermixture is largely due 
to carelessness on the part of the 
grower and to the use of improp- 
erly cleaned itinerant threshing 
machines. Some of these unwel- 
comed kinds mature earlier than 
does the regular crop, and as a 
result they multiply with great 
rapidity. Asan example of this 
we find the vagrant variety ot 
wheat known as the Assiniboia 
Red, which contaminates many of 
the wheat fields of the west, ma- 
turing somewhat earlier and shell- 
ing more freely than does the host, 
and hence establishing itself more 
tirmly as time passes. 

Then again we find the different 
diseases to which these smaller 
grains are heir, very difficult to 
keep under control in large areas. 
As a result of these things it is al- 
most impossible to secure with 
certainty strong, healthy, pure 
and uniform seed of high quality 
in the ordinary manner. This 
fact explains the growing popular- 
ity of the special seed plot of limit- 
ed area as a place where high class 
seed may be procured, The using 
of only the best obtainable seca 
on clean and well prepared soil, 
allowing the crop to thoroughly) 
ripen, making it possible to seleot 
seed by hand from standing plants| 


of desirable types and in suthcient) 


of resistan¢e.. TnCanada, as in all 
other countries, there Afe. Humer- 
ous Adverts conditions such as 
rust, smut, weakness of straw, 
drouth, impoverished soil, etc., 
which go to influence the yield 
and must be carefully considered 
in selection; work.

Wolf Bounty Regulations. 

The following extract from reg- 
ulations for the issue and payment 
of bounties for the destruction of 
wolves in the Province of Alberta, 
north of Township 26 and south of 
the 55th Parallel of Latitude, has 
been framed by order-in-council: 

1. For the purpose of these 
regulatione the term, “prairie wolf” 
shall mean the coyote or brush 
wolf: 

“Timber wolf’ shall mean the 
large wolf known as the gray wolf 
and ‘wolf pup” shall mean the 
immature young of the prairie or 
timber wolf up to the first of Aug- 
ust in any year. 

2. The bounty upon prairie 
wolves shall be one dollar per 
head. 

3. The bounty upon timber 
wolves shall be five dollars per

; Railway Pays More. 


{t is interesting to know that the 
Canadian Pacific Railway is con- 
tributing its share of the increased 
cost of producing coal. It is by far 
the largest consumer of steam coal 
an the west, and its requirements seem 
to keep pace with the output of the 
mines. {t obtains its coal at a great 
weduction, of course, because it en- 
ters into contracts to take delivery 
of a large quantity from each mine 
very day. The advances in wages 
dhave made it necessary for the rail- 
way company to pay 10 per cent. more 
for its coal. and this means a larce 
additional expenditure. Thousands 
of tons of coal are consumed by lococ- 
motives alone on the divisions west 
eof Winnipeg, and nearly ‘all this fuel 
womes from the mines which were 
affected by the recent settlement. 


Consumer Should Stock Up. 


‘There are not many indications that 
the warnings which have been issued 
avith respect to another shortage of 
uel during the coming winter are be- 
ivag respected. The people of the west 
«do mot often cross a bridge before 
they come to it, and they do not in- 
‘tend to worry very seriously over the 
«coal outlook until there is some urg- 
wnt need of concern. It is more than 
possible that a wail will arise next 
November about the scarcity of fuel, 
and Governments and railways will 
work overtime in the effort to relieve 
distress. Much of this trouble would 
@e obviated if the individual consum- 
ra would show enterprise by stock- 
ang up during the summer. It is easy 
to deliver coal, both from cars and 
from the wagons, during such weather 
as this, and the transportation com- 
panies and coal trade would welcome 
an opportunity to supply the needs of 
the public now. The unwillingness of 
fhe public to accept delivery is a dis- 
-appointing feature of the situation. 


No Demand Just Now. 


“One firm in Regina has several 
thousand tons of coal in stock, for 
which it would be glad to receive or- 
ders. but there is very little demand. 
There is no doubt that the money 
stringency is partly responsible for 
the dullness in the retail] trade, pros- 
pective buyers being unwilling to tie 
ap their coal money for several 
months on the presumption of 4 
shortage. The optimistic spirit of the 
weountry inclines to a hope that next 
ewinter will not be severe, at least not 
«6 severe as the last, and that the 
eval problem will present fewer dif- 
ficulties. The activity in the trade 
will not come before October, unless

PITFALLS FOR MINISTERS. 


Warnings Against Dangers In Con- 
nection With Religious Lite. 


The. young New York clergyman | 
who has recently been de from 
the ministry as a result of his artest 


in a Seventh avenue disorderly house 
while engaged in what he described 
as “‘a slumming expedition.” might 
have been saved from the disgrace 
that has overwhelmed him if he had 
taken to heart an injunction which 
appears in a late issue 6f The Homi- 
letic Review : 

“Don’t go slummi alone. There 
are a good many kinds of wickednéss 
which even a minister does not need 
to know very intimately; but if you 
ever have occasion to go to a bad 
house go with your wife, or with one 


reason than curiosity.” 

This injunction appears as part of 
an article on ‘““The Minister and Wo- 
men,” in which another metropolitan 
clergyman (a well-known preacher 
who conceals his identity under 4 
pseudonym) puts his fellow-clergymen 
on their guard against certain dan- 
ers in connection with the religious 
ife which have come within his own 
experience, and against which, as he 
now regrets, his seminary professors 
failed to give him warning. 

He begins the article with a story | 
about ‘“‘a woman of perhaps 35, dress- 
ed in black, and with a genteel and 
thoroughly respectdble appearance,” 
who approached his assistant minis- 
ter at the close of an evening sér- 
vice. Her credentials were apparent- 
ly faultless, and she wormed herself 
into his confidence by telling an af- 
fecting story of an unhappy marriage, 
and of her determination to devote | 
her life and money to the Church. 
She: turned out to be a forger and 
blackmailer, and was arrested by the 


police. 
The writer goes on to speak of oth- 
er experiences of a similar character: 
“T learned how one city minister 
received a note from a woman -pro- 
fessing’ to be in trouble, and asking 
for an appointment with him alone; 
how he wrote her making such &n ap- 
pointment, and the next day, leaving 
letter in his face,’ saying: ‘Here is 
your letter addressed to a woman 
whose name in known to everyone in 
this city as the worst character on 
the street; how much will you give 
for it?’ I learned of a minister who 
admitted to his study a woman with 
a sad story, who drew nearer and 
nearer to him in her appeal for sym- 
pathy, till at length she flung herself 
in his lap, with her arms about his 
neck, and at that moment the door 
opened, and two men asked how 
much he would give to keep this lit- 
tle matter quiet. I learned of anoth- 
er who .h repeatedly admitted a 
woman who came with a tale of trou- 
ble, and whose demeanor throughout 
was above reproach; but how in time 
the minister was offered a photograph 
of himself sitting in his own study 
chair with this woman in his lap. 
He was cool enough to examine it 
carefully, and found ee a ere bit 
of tographic. patchwor ut ac- 
ot Pangan a Waiked to his study 
in his absence, a photograph had 
been made, and his own head, from 
another photograph, had been pasted 
on, and a new photograph made of 


the combination.” 
Canadian Meat In Britain. 


While agreeing with the view that 
the exclusion of Canadian cattle from 
Britain is unjustifiable for the reason 
officially assigned, there has been no 
inclination to regard the regulation 
as altogether adverse to the true in- 
terest of the Dominion. To encourage 
the shipping of cattle in a raw and 
underfed condition in order that they 
may be finished in Britain is to dis- 
courage not only an important branch 
of stock raising, but also a number 
of dependent and _ allied businesses 
which ought to find a natural home in 
Canada. The proper policy is to fin- 
ish cattle bere and to develop the 
cold storage trade. In that way the 
by-products, such as hides, horns, 
etc., etc., will become the raw mater- 
ial of other home manufactures and 
thus assist the development of Can- 
ada as an industrial community. 

At a recent session of the beef com- 
mission in Macleod, Alberta, the chief 
witness was Dr. Dunean McEchrane, 
late manager of the Wal¢ron ranch, 
who has also been dean of the veter- 
inury faculty of McGill University, 
chief veterinary inspector of stock for 
the Dominion and vice-president of 
the noted Cochrane ranch. He strong- 
ly advised the feeding of all Canadian 
cattle, because it would pay directly, 
and stockmen must do it if they are 
to establish a demand for Canadian 
meat in the old country market and 
cope with that from other countries. 
From his experience both in Canada 
and in England Dr. McEchrane ex- 
pressed the opinion that Canadian 
cattle were put on the market before 
they were “ripe.” There has been 
general agreement among the other 
witnesses examined before the com- 
mission that the only possible or sat- 
isfactory solution of the cattle ques- 
tion in Western Canada is for the 
Government to undertake the ship- 
ment of meat by cold storage.—Toron- 
to World. 


Norss Anchor Story Correct. 

The finding of a Norse anchor et 
Crookreton is now an established fact, 
though how it came to be there can- 
not be satisfactorily explained. It was 
lying in clay, which apparently had 
not been disturbed for centuries, and 
the discovery will be carefully follow- 
ed up with the hope that other relics 
may be unearthed. The anchor will 
be sent to the Smithsonian Instituts, 
It is thought the anchor may be a 
relic of a little band of Norsemen 
whom Leif Erikson left at the coast 
of North America centuries ago, the 
presumption being that at that time 
the Red River Valley was a portion of 
Lake Winnipeg, making navigation 
from the Atlantic to Dakota possible.

NEVER COMES AMISS 


“Kven though you should never 
marry, my dear, the contents of your 
dower chest will never come amiss, 
besides the great help it will be in 
making you an efficient needlewoman.” 

Though the practical girl may not he- 
gin the preparation of her trousseau as 
early as did her foremothers, she is very 
apt to start it as soon as she is engaged. 

Often she is moved to make a begin- 
ning by the gift of a chest as an en- 
gagement presegt. Great is her joy if 
that chest should happen to be an an- 
cestral, claw-footed, camel-legged high- 
boy, or an old colonial chest. For most 
girls, however practical, have the col- 
lecting of old furniture as the gréates’ 
fad of all. 

If, however, not°so lucky as to pos- 
sess such an heirloom, then tlie next best 
thing is to have built for her a plain, 
handsome cedar chest, about ‘six feet 
long and three feet high. This should 
be provided with severa) light trays—the 


century girls would scarcely spin her 
own blankets, she would undoubtedly 
make several pairs of sheets, for every 
bride likes, if possible, to have at least 
two pairs of linen sheets. These she 
will find ta be much cheaper if she buys 
the linen sheeting and makes them her- 
self. The quality and size of the sheets 
depend largely upon one’s purse and 
beds; their treatment, however, is usu- 
ally somewhat similar. 


Just at present the fancy of scallop- © 


ing the top and bottom edges pre- 
vails, In such case the pillow slips 
are scalloped to match. Both are then 
worked with the owner's initials. 
These are put directly in the centre 
about an inch above the ecallop, and 
should be in letters three inches high. 
The hemstitched sheets and pillow 
slips are marked in the same way. 

The practical girl would be also 
sure to have some extra pillow cases, 
hemstitched and monogramed, to elip 
on in the daytime over pillows that 
have been edept upon. There is also 
provided a long hemstitched piece to 
gO over the bolster. 

Of course, half the charm of the 
trousseau is in the marking, which 
the practical girl invariably does by 
hand. This iéttering may be of the 
most elaborate monograms for the 
best napery down to cross-stitches or 


chain-stitch letters for handtowels _ 
and washrags. However it is done, 
this marking is all important; even 


the ordinary muslin sheets are written 
with the bride-to-be’s own signature and 
then outlined. Indeed, there is some- 
thing of a fad just now in having 
this signature marking even on better 
linens, and damask. It cannot com- 
pare, however, in handsome appear- 
ance with the letters done in heavily 
padded satin stitch. 


BUY THE BET NAPERY 


It is specially important that the prac- 
tical girl with little money should be- 
gin early to get her napery. It is so 
very expensive, at the best, that it is 
much better to get it by degrees, or 
otherwise one may be tempted to re- 
duce expense by means of quality. 
In byying table linen it always pays 
to get the best one can possibly af- 
ford, as. nothing so quickly shows for 
the money put into it. 

Always hem table linen. by hand. 
The quickest and neatest method is to 
fold back the hem and overcast very 
finely. 

In marking the initials, which need 
not be higher then three ‘inches, they 
should be so placed that when finish- 
ed and the cloth is on the table they 
will be well toward the corner. When 
the cloth has a big circle on the 
board the letters should be half way 
between that and the gorner. Some- 
times they are inAhe outer corner, 

The marking may be either a mono- 
gram, three initials or the initials run 
together. 

Napkins should be so marked that 
when folded the initials comegin the 
centre’ of the square. This marking 
mey either be three one-inch initials, 
a ‘monogram or one single initial 
somewhat larger. This single letter is 
often worked in tpe centre of a shield. 

Besides the ordinary napkins, the 
practical girl will doubtless prepare 
herself small 


hemstitehed tea nap- 
kins, marking them with a small 
monogram, These tea napkins are 


very fasRjonable just now when fin- 
‘shed with a small scallop. 

Towels are an important item for 
the dower chest. As no housekeeper 
can ever have too many, no one need 
be afraid of laying in too big a sup- 
ply. They can be of the finest dam- 
ask or of plain, fine huckaback, 
hemstitched or scalloped. These last 


have the advantage that they can be 
used as bureau covera 

Towels should be marked so that 
when folded in three the letters come 
directly in the middle, about two 
inches above the hem. A single initial 
should be from two to five inches high, 
or there can be three smalier ones, 
The marking can be done in satin 
stitch, in cross stitch in colors, or even 
in chain stitch worked in white and 
caught with a color under each chain. 
One artistic girl marked hers in “ 
shade to match her bath room.

hand towels of huckaback hemstitched 
with an inch and a haif hem. 

Then the practical girl will be very 
apt to put into her chest several plain 
centrepieces, plate doilies and the 
emalier doilies to match for constant 
use. Very inexpensive sets may be 
made of plain linen, scalloped.. These 
should be marked either in the middle 
or under the rims of the plat An- 
other attractive set may be made of 
round linen centres, with @ crocheted 
border, done in points. 

The more elaborately embroiderea 
table éurnishings should be added 


after the good stock of everyday use- 
ful things has been laid in. 

The practical girl will not forget to 
provide her dower chest with hem- 
stitched wash cloths, daintily marked 
with her initials. She will also lay in 
a supply of such ypseful, if somewhat 
homely, articles as dish towels (fine 
ones for silver, heavy crash for pots 
and pans), laundry bags, roller towels 
and bath mats in a color to match the 
bathroom. Even such necessary arti- 
cles as plenty of scryb cloths, in crash 


Or canton flannel, will be useful. One 
energetic housekeeper even marks 
these last cloths with initials—not 
hers, but with, say an 8 for scrub 


cloth, B for bathtub, F for floor eloth, 
etc. This, she declares, avoids much 
trouble with stupid maids, who are as 
apt as not to wipe out a stationary 
washstand with a cloth used to scrub 
a dirty floor.

There naturally must go into the 
dower chest just the Caintiest, prettiest 
underclothes one can afford. The prac- 
tical girl, however, with an eye to laun- 
dry bills, will not indulge in overmuch 
lace and embroidery, except for her 
very best things; but, instead, will con- 
fine herself to the French embroidered 
lingerie, which, when done at home, is 
really very inexpensive and gives perfect 
satisfaction as long as a thread holds 
together. 

Of course, if a girl is to have a long 
engagement, or has considerate friends 
who will help to swell the contents of 
her dower chest, many frills and fur- 
belows wil) be added; but the really 
practical girl will know juet how much 
she can afford to spend, and then spend 
that sum on necessities, leaving the lux- 
uries to be supplied jn more prosperous 
after-days.

Adjusting the Thumb 


O* of the most important things 


in putting on a new pair of 

gloves for the first time is to see, 
that the thumb is properly adjusted. 
If this is not done, the glove wilk 
acquire a ‘‘set’ which it will be found 
very difficult to cure in after wearings. 
The thumbs of many women are not 
placec exactly correct upon the hand, 
and, as the gloves are supposed to be 
cut on perfect lines, sometimes quite a 
little work is required to put the thumt 
in proper place. The beginning of Chie, 
work should be before any of the fin-- 
gers have been put on. The glove 
thumb should be gently worked dow? 
until it is properly in place, which {s& 
with the seams coming directly dowrm 
either side of the thumb. Observe the: 
gloved hands of women and you wilk 
find many in which this is not the case. 
It is by no means uncommon to see the 
seam going directly across the thumtt 
nail. 

Once properly in place, the glove has’ 
acquired a partial set. It can then be 
drawn off, and, after the fingers have | 
peen carefully adjusted, may be put om 
again; but care should be taken to keep 
it from twisting this second time. Aft- 
er being put on twice, the battle i# 
practically won, though care should al- 
ways be exercised as long as the gloves 
last.

THE SEWER QUESTION. 

At the council meeting held on 
Tuesday evening this week, En- 
gineers Farncomb of Lacombe 
and Neville of Wetaskiwin sub- 
mitted their report on the propo- 


sition of a sewer in Barnett ave- 
nue. 


In general they foliowed the 
plans drawn up by Engineer Thor- 
old some time ayo, the most nota- 
ble exception being that they rec- 
ommend a much larger size of 
sewer pipe being used than that 


recommended by Engineer Thor- 
old. 


Under the plans submitted the 
sewer would start at Stanley street 
and extend about 2,000 feet east- 
ward fo an outlet which will be the 
proposed site of a septic tank on 
the low ground on the school sec- 
A portion of this is recom- 
the 
balance 12 inch pipe. The pipe to 


tion. 
mended to be of 18 inch pipe, 


be laid 14 feet deep at the deepest 
point. This sewer is to be the 
beginning of a complete sewerage 
system for Lacombe. 

The engineers estimate the total 
cost of this sewer to be $5,168.00, 
but stated that they believed it 
could be put,in for less than this 
amount. They recommended that 
this sum be raised by thirty year 
bonds, to be met in part by a front- 
age tax on Barnett avenue proper- 
ty along the line of the sewer and 
the balance to be raised by gener- 
al taxation. If we understood 
aright about two-fifths of the cost 
would thus be assessed directly 
against the Barnett avenue prop- 
erty having frontage thereon, and 
the remaining three-fifths, approx- 
imately, against the ratepayers at 


large. 


But we do not understand that 
it is the council’s intention to fol- 
low the recommendation of the 
engineers in regard to financing 
We understand their 
intention is to to raise the money 
by direct frontage tax in part, and 
the balance to be paid out of the 
general funds of the town. 

In one way and another consid- 
erable opposition to the sewer 
project has developed. Some con- 


the project. 


tend that the proposed sewer is 
not large enough, some that it is 
not deep enough, and some that 
it would not be of any benefit to 
the town outside of property own- 
ers who have cellars to drain. 
With the latter contention we cer- 
tainly take issue. If the proposed 
sewer will serve to drain the town, 
and technical experts say that it 
will, then it will unquestionably 
improve the sanitary condition of 
the town and thus be of incalcula- 
ble benefit to every resident. 

Again there are others who con- 
tend that a proposition involving 
so large an amouut of the people’s 
money should be submitted to the 
ratepayers for approval or rejec- 
tion. With this view we are jn 
sympathy. It seems no more than 
right that the people who have to 
foot the bills should have a chance 
to express their opinion by ballot 
as to whether or not the proposed 
work should be undertaken at this 
time. 

A petition is now in circulation 
praying the council to submit the 
question to the ratepayers.

Big Bridge Goes Down. 


One of the worst catastrophes in 
the history of bridge construction 
on the American continent oc- 
curred on the evening of Aug. 29 
near the city of Quebec, when the 
great steel structure under con- 
struction across the St. Lawrence 
river collapsed, entailing the death 
of 75 men. It is impossible to 
definitely locate the cause of the 
accident at present, but it is be- 
lieved that the anchor pier on the 
south side gave way, and the whole 
structure on that side crushed 
down into the river channel. Of 
the dead and missing 30 were In- 
dians and nearly all the victims re- 
sided in the towns of St. Romauld 
and New Liverpool, at either end 
of the bridge. 

The structure was to be com. 
pleted at an estimated cost of 
$8,000,000, and the centre span of 
1,800 feet was to be the longest by 
90 feet of any bridge built to date. 
It was being costructed by the 
Quebec Bridge company, of which 
Hon. N. S. Parent is president. 
M. P. Davis, of Ottawa, was the 
contractor for the masonry and 
the Phonix Bridge Company 
of Phawoixville, Pa., for the steel- 
work. The bridge was to have ac- 
commmodated the National Trans- 
continental railway and many otb- 
er lines, Its had 
been the dream of many since the 
days of Jaques Cartier. Its loca- 
tion was a few miles southwest of
